GAME  NOTES 


This  evening,  the  Wenatchee  Wild  (35-14-4-1,  75  pts.,  2nd  Place  Interior  Div.)  meet  the  Trail  Smoke  Eaters  (31-18-4-1,  67 
pts.,  4th  Place,  Interior  Div.)  in  the  sixth  and  final  meeting  this  season. 

HEAD  TO  HEAD:  This  evening  will  be  the  eleventh  meeting  all  time  between  these  two  new  division  rivals.  The  Wild  are 
6-4-0  against  the  Smoke  Eaters,  and  3-2-0  this  season.  The  Wild  won  last  night  here  by  a  score  of  5-2. 

WHO  TO  WATCH  FOR:  Forward  Jasper  Weatherby  (37g,  35a)  leads  the  Wild  and  the  BCHL  in  points  (72),  and  defenseman 
Cooper  Zech  (llg,  54a)  continues  to  lead  all  BCHL  defensemen.  He's  also  fourth  overall  in  the  league.  Goalie  Seth  Eisele 
is  18-9-0  with  a  2.45  Goals  Against  Average,  and  a  Save  Percentage  of  .892.  Trail  top  scorers  include  Ross  Armour  (20g, 
39a)  and  Kale  Howarth  (24g,  33a).  Goalie  Adam  Marcoux  has  played  the  last  17  straight  is  11-9-0,  with  a  2.61  GAA  and  a 
save  percentage  of  .922  since  coming  to  Trail  from  Cowichan  Valley.

LAST  GAME:  Wenatchee  had  a  2-0  lead  after  one,  but  Trail  rallied  to  tie  on  a  power  play  goal  and  a  shorthanded  goal  in  a 
span  of  1:39  in  the  middle  of  the  second  period.  Wenatchee  buried  two  power  play  chances  in  the  later  part  of  the  second 
period,  then  added  an  empty  netter  late  for  the  5-2  win,  moving  the  Wild  into  second  place  by  way  of  a  tiebreaker  with 
the  Vernon  Vipers. 

MOVING  ON:  The  Wild  close  out  the  regular  season  next  week  with  trips  to  West  Kelowna  on  Wednesday,  then  Vernon 
and  Penticton  for  the  weekend.  Trail  visits  Merritt  Tuesday  night,  hosts  Salmon  Arm  on  Friday  then  wraps  up  at  Vernon 
on  Saturday  night.
